Body of Mrs. Watkins in Cal-| 


umet River, with R. Sheri- 
dan’s Launch, Engine 
Running, Nearby. 


TWO SOLDIERS DROWN. 


Bather at Fort Sheridan Becomes 
Exhausted, Comrade Plunges 
in to Help; Both 
Go Down, 


THREE WATER DRAMAS OF A DAY'S RE- 
PORT, TWO OF THEM TRAGIC. 


WOMAN'S body, supposed to be that of Mrs. 
Hannah Watkins, housekeeper for Robt. Sher- 
idan, a painter, found in Calumet river near 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth street; launch 
of Robert Sheridan nearby with engine run- 
ning full speed. Man believed to be Sheridan 
had been seen with the woman in the launch 
shortly before, and he may be drowned. 

TWO soldiers, members of Company E, Twenty- 

‘ seventh infantry, were drowned off lake pier 
at Fort Sheridan, One man went in bathing 
and was attacked with cramps, it is believed. 
His comrade plunged in to rescue him and 
both went down. 

SIX young women thrown into Pistakee bay by 
the capsising of three sailboats during a 
squall. All were rescued with difficulty. 

The finding of the body of a woman sup- 
posed to be Mrs. Hannah Watkins, after the 
Seepser of an abandoned jeunch with its 
eng still running in the Calumet river at 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth street, and 
the inability to find any trace of the dead 
woman's companion, believed to be Robert 
Sheridan, last evening, presented a mystery 
to the police which they had not solved at 2 
o'clock this morning, 

Mrs. Watkins was the housekeeper of Rob- 
ert Sheridan, and was seen often in his com- 
pany. The man was a painter, employed by 
Fred Gratner, 610 Sixty-third street. He 
lived on State street, near Fifty-seventh. He 
owned a launch. 

Only a half hour before the abandoned 
launch was discovered stuck fast in the mud, 
the couple were seen cruising about the river 
in the‘craft which Sheridan is supposed to 
have owned. 

The police suggested four solutions to the 
tragedy—viz.: A double drowning, murcer, a 
suicide agreement, or murder and suicide. 
Although several hours were spent by the 
police of the South Chicaga police station 
gearching for the body. of the, man it-was not 
found 


Double Drowning at Fort. 


rewA Nother Water tragedy of the day was a 


double drowning at 11 o’clock'in the morning 
when Minor 8S. Stanton and James B. Math- 
ewson, both members of Company EB, Twen- 
ty-seventh infantry, could not regain the pier 
which runs into the lake from Fort Sheri- 
dan. Stanton wert in bathing and was 
seized with cramps. Mathewson lost his 
life trying to rescue his friend. 

The discovery of the launch upnosed into 
the bank of the Calumet river’ led to the find- 
ing of the woman's body. Frank C. Sudds, 
2357 One Hundred and Fifteenth street, and 
Miss Mattie Carish, 3309 Rhodes avenue, 
first saw the empty boat. Budds told the 
police he believed the man whom he had 
seen with the woman earlier in the after- 
noon was Sheridan. He did not know the 
woman, but had seen her and Sheridan to- 
gether often. The body of the woman was 
taken to undertaking rooms at 9353 Commer- 
cial avenue. . 

No witnesses to the tragedy or to the im- 
mediate circumetances attending it could be 
found by the police. The man and the wom- 
an were last seen in the laumch shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock cruising south in the river. It 
was.only a half hour later that the aban- 
doned launch was discovered in the mud on 
the east bank of the river. 


Surprised by Empty Boat. 

When Sudds and Miss Carish passed the 
unoccupied boat, Miss Carish said: 

“Took at that boat; what do you suppose 
that means? The boat seeme to be stuck in 
the mud, but I oan’t see anybody.” 

Sudds turned the steering wheel of hisown 
launch and moved toward the abandoned 
craft. Ata glance he saw no on was aboard 
the launch, and the high speed at which the 
engine was whirring suggested to him that 
the boat had been abandoned hastily. 

‘“‘ Something surely is wrong,” he said and 
turneé@ to the shore and hurried to a telephone 
to notify the police. 

A crow@ gathered quickly when Sergeants 
Mulligan and Pearson and Detectives Howe 
and O’Brien arrived from the Bouth Chicago 
station In a patrol wagon. The policemen 
secured a boat at once and commenced to 
@rag the river with grappling hooks. An 
hour later the woman's body was caught and 
brought into the boat. The police continued 
to drag the river for the man’s body until 


dark 
Seen by Many Persons. 

A mumber of persons saw the man and 
woman in the launch before the tragedy. 
Dr. & E. Collier of 10500 Ewing avenue 
passed the couple while he was running his 
launch down theriver. E. J. Hardtke, 10604 
G. avenue, was with the physician. 

“'They were laughing and talking when we 
passed them,” Dr. Collier said. “I am cer- 
tain that there was no quarrel. One thing 
that etruck me especially was that both were 
plainly dressed to be riding in such a fine 


| appearing launch, and I rather thought the 


man was not ite owner. He was dressed in 
a black shirt and ordinary clothing.” 

Mr, Hardtke al#@o said that the man and 
woman seemed to be enjoying themselves 
keemy. 

‘I was in the river ahead of them when I 
saw them earlier in the afternoon,” Mr. 
Budde said. ‘I stopped at the Illinois Cen- 
tral bridge over the river to talk to the 
watchman, and the man and woman passed 
me. They were joking and chatting, and 
seemed to be having a good time. When I 
saw the launch stranded against the bank 
I reco&nized it at once as the que I had seen

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ELEVEN HURT; 2 AUTO WRECKS 


Former City Treasurer Blocki 
and Father Among Injured. 


TREE SAVES JUDGE SCOVEL. 


Jurist Escapes Plunge Into River; 
Eight in Highwood Crash. 


Eight persons were injured in an automo- 
bile accident yesterday at Highwood, and 
the news became public of the injury on Fri- 
day of Fred W. Blocki, former city treasurer, 
and his father, John Blocki, and William Hill 
near Lake Beulah, Wis. 

Mr. Blocki and his party were on their way 
from Chicago to the: Blocki cottage at the 
Wisconsin summer resort. Armond Blocki, 
9 yegrs old, was pinned under the machine, 
which skidded into a ditch. He escaped in- 
jury. 

Municipal J udge Scovel, his wife, and three 
other persons, who were riding with him in 
an automobile, narrowly escaped injury in 
the afternoon when their machine skidded 
over the bank of the‘Des Plaines river near 
Wheeling. The machine was caught on a 
tree, which saved it from plunging into the 
river. 

The Injured. 

The injured in the two accidents are: 
Bonslett, William, 42 years old; slightly bruised 

on the body and arms. 7 
Bonslett, Paul, 10 years old; cut on right leg 

and bruised, 

Bonslett, Luella, 25 years old; bruised on the 
body. 

Bonslett, Francis, 14 years old; back lacerated 
and bruised. 

Bonslett, Bernice, 9 years old; right hip lacer- 
ated and body bruised. 

Blocki, Fred W.; cut on knees and severely 


bruised on body. 

Blocki, John: arm broken and shoulder blade 
fractured. 

Dogherty, Peter, 50 years old, clerk of William 
Bonsletts; body bruised and cut. 

Dogherty, Mrs. Peter, 45 years old; cut over 
right eye and arms bruised. 

Hill, William; bruised on the body. 

Kinney, Mrs. Carrie, 46 years old, housekeeper 
for William Bonslett; bruised on the body. 


Crash at Highwood. 

The -automobile of William Borslett, a 
farm implement dealer of McHemry, IIL, Was 
struck by a northbound car on the Chicago- 
Milwaukee electric lime at Highwood, All 
of the eight occupants except one were 
thrown to the ground, but none was seriously 
injured. The machine was damaged beyond 
repair. 

The suburban car was siowing up at the 
Highwood avenue crossing just as Mr. Bons- 
lett, who was driving, attempted to cross the 
tracks. Besides Mr. Bonslett and his four 
children, Mr. and Mrs, Peter Dogherty and 
Mrs. Carrie Kinney, all of McHenry, were in 
the automobile. Mr. Dogherty was thrown 
to the bottom of the automobile and the 
heavy: top was broken down upon him. He 
was taken out badly bruised. Dr. F. G, 
Wescott, who lives two blocks from the 
scene of the accident, was called and at- 
tended the cuts and bruises which all sus- 
tained. ‘ 

Blocki’s Car Turns Over, 

The accident to Mr. Blocki occurred about 
seven miles south of Leake Beulah. While 
going at a high rate of speed the occupant of 
the car suddenly felt the soft road sink be- 
neath the whe@s of the machine. The road 
was @ narrow turnpike. Before Mr. Block! 
could stop the car, a large section of the 
soft earth gave way and the machine slid 
and turned over. 

The four occupants of the car were caught 
under the auto. Mr. Hill was the first to ex- 
tricate himself from the wreckage. He hur- 
riedly released Mr. Blocki Jr., who had sus- 
tained cuts on the legs and knee caps. Mr. 
Blocki Sr. was pinned under the cushions of 
the seats.' It was with the greatest diffi- 
culty that the elder man was released from 
the wreckage. He suffered the most serious 
injuries. His arm was broken and a shoulder 
blade was fractured, 

Armond, the 9 year old son of Mr. Blocki 
Jr., had a narrow escape. The boy was 
found lying between his grandfather's legs, 
having escaped even a scratch. 


Judge Scovel in Peril. 

Judge Scovel and four other persons were 
thrown from an auto which skidded over the 
banks of the Desplaines river, near Wheel- 
ing, striking a tree which stopped it from 
plunging into the river. 

The automobile was owned by Belden D. 
Jones, 756 Winthrop avenue, who was driv- 
ing. The other occupants of the car were his 
brother, Graham Jones, his mother, and Mrs. 
Scovel, wife of the judge. The'car went 
over the river bank.- 

“It is the most miraculous thing I ever 
heard of,” said Judge Scovel. “ We were 
driving at a slow speed, not more than seven 
miles an hour, when suddenly the automobile 
turned toward the embankment.”

ment.

After this I’m putting on the 
screws tight, and those who do not observe 
the law will go to jail. Nobody will be ex- 
cepted.

Following the announcement of Gov. Mar- 
shall that he would send the state militia to 
Gary if the city officials did not take imm 
diate steps to stamp out the border lawless- 
ness, Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Hodges 
déclared he would have several hundred 
ceputy sheriffs sworn in, if necessary, to 
close up the “ blind pigs’ and other illegal 
places which have been flourishing there. 


Mayor Charged with MWeglect. 

He openly charged Mayor Knotts with 
failing to perform his duty as the chief ex- 
ecutive of the city and said more than 100 
blind pigs were operating unchecked. At 
least fifty of these, he charged, were selling 
liquor without even a government license. 
The federal authorities will be asked to in- 
vestigate the alleged violation of the revenue 
laws. 

‘I am taking my stand with the better 
element of Gary behind me,” sald Mr. 
Hodges. ‘‘ This week” will see the end of 
‘blind pigs’ and other disorderly places. 
We will not wait for Mayor Knotts to take 
the initiative. He has knewn of the senti- 
ment here for a long time, but has ignored it 
and everything has been running wice open. 
I will get enough deputies to clean out the 
entire place if necessary and will pay no 
attention to the mayor. 

“I think no other town in the world ever 
went through such a siege of border ter- 
rorism. There have been times that women 
and children were afraid to. go. out-in the 
streééts after dark. Saturday and Sunday 
nights the town has been filled with howling, 
drunken men, who cared not for life or prop- 
erty. Disorderly houses have been running 
wide open, gambling resorts have flourished, 
and a reign of lawlessness has prevailed.”’ 


Police Blamed by Hodges. 

Mayor Knotts declared there are no dis- 
orderly houses in Gary and that nohe ever 
had been permitted to exist there. Prose- 
cutor Hodges and severa!] other citizens, how- 
ever, assert that two notorious women, run- 
ning houses opposite each other, engaged 
in a private war last week and one of the 
women, armed with bricks, bombarded the 
house of the other woman and demolished 
most of the windows. 

“ Several policemen saw it and did not turn 
a hand to arrest the women or close the 
houses,’’ Mr. Hodges said. *‘ Instead they 
laughed at the fight and thought it was a 
good joke, There are disorderly houses in 
almost every street, and in many of them 
the women are at the windows to attract 
the attention of men passing by. 

‘*Not long ago in one of the ‘ blind pigs ’ 
two negro women, in scanty apparel, danced 
on a table until they fell to the floor in 
drunken exhaustion. When they recovered 
they ran from the place and, like savages 
of wildest Africa, paraded down the public 


street until they were arrested. This is only 


an instance. There are many others equally 


outrageous.”’ 

“T’'ve seen tough towns in my day,” said 
one citizen, “but Deadwood, 8. D., In its 
wildest days did not compare with the Gary 
of today. Gambling, drunkenness, and al! 
sorts of lawlessness are every day affairs.” 


Mayor Knotts Blames Politi¢s. 

Mayor Knotts and the keepers of the 
* blind pigs’’ still assert that Gary is one 
of the model cities of the west. The entire 
trouble, they declare; is caused by politics. 
The mayor is of the Democratic faith and 
Prosecutor Hodges and a majority of the citi- 
gens are Republicans. During the recent 
campaign Mayor Knotts attempted to carry 
the town for Bryan, and, it is said, his polit- 
ical activity made him many enemies. 

The reason for the “blind pigs’ is the 
Moore remonstrance law, which permits 
townships, villages, and cities to petition the 
county commissioners for ‘‘dry ”’ territory. 
In order that a petition be successful it must 
contain the signatures of a majority of the 
voters at the last election. At the first elec- 
tion in Gary only 362 persons voted. A ma- 
jority of these signed the petition of the 

“Joints” at Cedar Lake Closed. 
While. Prosecutor Hodges Was preparing 
to descend on the “ blind pigs’ with depu- 
ties, Sheriff Grant screwed the lid down tight 
at Cedar Lake, Ind. For the first time in 
a score of years the summer resort was high 
and dry. With five Ceputies Sheriff Grant 
journeyed to the lake and enforced the law 
regarding the selling of liquor and gambling. 
Slot machines were turned to the wall and 
“crap” gamee and poker were out of order. 

Gedar Lake ranks with Gary in point of 
“ blind pigs ’"’ and genera! lawlessness. Gov. 
Marshall, when he threatened to send the 
militia to Gary, declared he would send 
soldiers to the lake also if the “ blind pigs ” 
and gambling resort® were not put out of 


business.

DIES WITH FAMILY, 
FEARING DISGRACE 


Mrs. Emma Michel, Dreading 
Humiliation of Children, 
Ends Their Lives and 
Own by Gas. 


BLAMES HER RELATIVES. 
Woman, Separated from Hus- 
band, Writes of Threats to 
Attack Names of Boy 
and Girl. 


Because she preferred to die with her 
children rather than live to see them hu- 
miliated in life, Mrs. Emma’ Michel, 690 Os- 
good street, early yesterday morning killed 
her daughter Meta, 15 years old; her son 
Gustav, 12 years old, and committed suicide. 

The mother, it seems, anticipated disclos- 
ure of parental indiscretions, which might 
have blighted the lives of her children, espe- 
clajly the daughter, and she believed the 
father to be a drunkard beyond reform. 

The human sacrifice was performed by 
means of illuminating gas and followed the 
return of the children from a moonlight pic- 
nic to which Mrs. Michel had sent them while 
she remained at home writing letters to ex- 
plain her premeditated act. 

The woman was found dead in a 
posture in front of a gas range from Which 
the gas was fiowing in full force. Every 
gas jet im the house had been opened and 
to insure the extinction of life Mrs. Michel 
had attached a rubber tube to a gas jet and 
placed the end of the tube {n her mouth. The 
girl, Meta, was dead in bed, while the litUe 
boy, Gustav, was lying dead on a couch. 


Policeman Finds Bodies. 


‘The bodies were found about 8:80 o'clock 
in the morning by Policeman Philip Pitewies 
of the Sheffield avenue police station, after 
Theodore Strack, 1414 Wolfram street, the 
landlord, had become alarmed by the emel 
of gas when he ‘went to collect the rent. 

The horror of the tragedy was softened by 
the disclosure of an attachment between . 
Mrs. Michel and Mrs. Gustav Mau, wife of 
a saloonkeeper at 887 North Halsted street, 
which apparently surpassed the love that 
usually exists between sisters. Mrs. Mau 
knew Mrs. Michel as a gir] in Germany and 
in their subsequent life in America had be- 
come ag & sister to Mrs. Michel and ** Aunt 
Sophie '’ to the Michel children, 

One of the letters left by Mrs. Michel 
was addressed to *‘ Aunt Sophié,’’ while the 
other was left for Henry Fisher, 417 Core 
nelia street, a shoemaker. 


Feared Attack on Child?

anticipated that relatives of her husband, 
Louis, with whom she was on bad terms, 
were about to cast a blight upon the life of 
Meta, a black haired, blue eyed girl with 
rosy cheeks, who was admired for her good 
looks and talent in the district in which the 
Michels lived. 

Mrs. Michel had pending a suit for divorce 
against her husband, and neighbors said 
during the day that it was due to be heard 
in court today. 

The husband could not be found by the 
police. He left his family several weeks 
ago. When employed he was a teamster. 


Woman’s Letter fells Story. 


Mrs. Michel’s letter to Mr. Fisher, which 
told the tragic story, follows: 

“ Mr. Fisher: You know it is my brother's 
last wish that I should refer to you in case 
I should do something, and you must permit 
me to come to you in these trying circum- 
stances. Above all, see that you receive 
remuneration for all that you do. 

“The children and I are insured to the 
amount of $900, and if this is not enough my 
brother's money can be used for any further 
expenses. You wished to do everything pos- 
sible for me in my laet hours, but even that 
does not relieve me of my sorrows. 

“The first days of this week I was feeling 
ill, but yesterday and today I felt good and 
I thought things were improving. but this 
afternoon finished all. 


Tells of Visiting Husband. 


“Mr. Fisher, I know that I am foolish and 
that all of you have done all you could to 
uphold me, but I cannot and will not stand 
more of this. On Monday I visited my hus- 
band in company with my son, and found 
that he is working. He should have given 
me money for the rent, but stated that he 
had none. I did receive $10 from nfm, 

* Gussie and I found him sitting in front 
of a saloon today.. Last Monday he looked 
bad, but today his appearance was beyond 
description, and 1 could have cried out when 
l saw him,’ and my feelings were those of 
mingled hate and pity. 

’ My fate was sealed, but before I returned 
home I desired to see my niece.

BATTLE RAGES IN RIFF. 


Details Show Greater Horrors in 
Rioting in Streets of 
Barcelona. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—All of the news which 
came out of Spain today was of such a con- 
flicting nature as to make the real situation 
in the Iberian peninsula a complete puzzle. 
The censored reports show that the uprising 
has been quelled and that all business has 
been resumed on a norma!) basis. On the 
other hand, refugees who have reached the 
¥rench frontier declare the struggle in the 
Catalonian provinces is now at its climax. 

The official dispatches from Madrid say 
Barcelona is quiet, and that the only work of 
the troops now consists in clearing the 
streets of the barricades which were thrown 
up by the strikers. They declare the temper 
of the troops at Madrid is good, and that 
there is no chance for a genera! strike such 
as was expected to be inaugurated tomor- 
row. 

On the other hand, messages fromCérbere, 
on the French frontier, where many Spanish 
refugees have sought shelter, say the revo- 
lutionists at Barcelona have proclaimed a 
republic and are in constant conflict with the 
garrison of the fortress Montjuich. They 
say that forty revolutionists have been shot 
within the last few days without trial and 
that bands of armed workmen are in posses- 
sion of the outlying districts of the city, 
where they are killing and robbing at will. 

The situation in Palamos, the center of the 
cork industry, is reported to be alarming, 
and fears are expressed for the safety of 
foreigners there. 

- Cassan de la Selva is reported to be in the 
hands of the revolutionists, and at Palamos, 
where the monastery was fired upon and the 
monks tortured, the situation is described as 
alarming and the lives of foreigners endan- 
gered. 

Watering Place Is Destroyed. 

The dispatches add that Pueblo Nuevo, a 

fashionable watering place near Valencia, 
has been destroyed and a number of the: 
leading inhabitants shot. 
Reports from Catalonia say that the ad- 
vanced political parties have condemned 
King Alfonso and Premier Maura’ to death 
and that the republican flag has been raised 
at Palafrugell, twenty miles southeast of 
Gerona. It also is said that strikes have 
been declared at Bilbao and the whole min- 
ing region of La Rioja. 

The opinion in semi-official circles here 
concerning Spain's internal situation is pes- 
simistic and the belief is expressed that the 
trouble is not yet oyer. Officjal Madrid an- 
nounces that Barcelona is tranquil, but quali- 
fies this statement with the words: ‘ This is 
especially so in the center of the city.’’ 

From Melilla comes the news of another 
Spanish convoy being ambushed and several 
of its officers being wounded before the 
troops succeeded in extricating themselves 
from the attack of the tribesmen. 

Rumors are afioat that a general strike 
will be launched tomorrow at Madrid and 
that a strike is being organized in the Bis- 
cayan region. All persons subject to military 
duty are forbidden to leave Spain under 
grave penalty and elaborate measures have 
been adopted to forestall a possible outbreak 
in the other provinces of the country. 


LONDON FEARS MORE TROUBLE. 
LONDON, Aug. 1.—The Daily Telegraph's 
Madrid correspondent, in a story dated Fri- 
day night and sent by way’of Biarritz, de- 
clares that, though the military is now in 
control at Barcelona, the situation is still 
more difficult, inasmuch as the anarchists 
and. revolutionaries have fled to the moun- 
tains and nearby villages, where they will 
form innumerable centers of disaffection, 
and it ‘is preferable to fight sedition at one 
point than at a hundred points. 

The revolutionary movement, according 
to the correspondent, is now extending to all 
the industrial towns along the coast, and 
there the reinforcements, hurriedly  dis- 
patched, are received with rifle volleys. It 
is expected there will be terrible resistance 
in the mountain districts and villages. 

‘‘Numerous arrests,’’ continues the cor- 
respondent, ‘“‘ have been made in Madrid, 
with the intention of preventing a@ general 
strike, which, however, will be promulgated 
on Monday.”’ 

Horrors of Barcelona Told. 

From further accounts of the happenings 
in Barcelona it appears evident that the full 
story of the six days’ carnage there will be 
horrible. If is said that the revolutionists 
committed all manner of crimes. There was 
the greatest savagery at the convents where 
the nuns and young girls were murdered, and 
grose sacrileges were committed in the chap- 
els. 

Women and children rolled casks of oil to 
feed the flames. When the soldiers arrived 
the women placed themselves in front of 
the rifles to give the men time to flee or pre- 
pare to resist. Tram cars were burned and 
kiosks overturned. everywhere and dae- 
stroyed. The prisons were not large enough 
to hold all those arrested. 

These accounts explain for the first time 
how the rioters first obtained the upper hand 
so completely. -It seems that the prefect was 
in complete ignorance of what was taking 
place. When he learned he was unwilling to 
let the military deal with the situation, 
declaring he was able to restore order with 
the police. The captain-general, recogniz- 
ing the extent of the danger, demanded full 
authority and he finally took energetic meas- 
ures, forcing the rioters to withdraw from 
the center of the town. If he had delayed ac- 
tion another two hours the whole of Bar- 
celona would have been given over to fire 
and pillage. 

. Rebels Rule at Mataro, 

Another dispatch, from Perpignan, says 
the correspondent arrived there at 1 o'clock 
on Sundey *norning from Barcelona, having 
traveled on foot, in cart, and horseback until 
he reached Gerona, whence the railroad was 
running. He adds: | 

‘‘At Mataro, with a population of 20,000, I 
arrived on foot. No coachman can enter the 
town, where a revolution is in progress. 
Those who have done so have lost their lives. 
After a careful examination, I was taken to 
the labor exchange and closely questioned. 
Finally I was given a sort of passport allow- 
ing to pass through Mataro. 

‘* At Marnos the station was destroyed. 
At San Felin and Palamos three convents 
and three churches were burned. The bodies 
of the priests and nuns were cut to pieces 
and the church relics destroyed. In a word, 
a horrible tale of slaughter, incendiarism, 
and rapine is reported from the four quarters 
of Catalonia.”’

He has 
gone across the lake in his small Craft no jéss 
than seven times, skirting the south shore. 
Sheridan as far as I know had no reason to 
end his life. I do not know where Sheridan 
lived except that it was some place in Wood- 
lawn.”’ 

Dr. F. O? Elliott, 6801 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, said he had known Sheridan And the 
woman who was with him for a long time. 
The woman was Mrs. Watkins, he said, and 
was Sheridan's housekeeper. He said she 
had a sister in San Francisco. 

‘* Sheridan and I built a boat at the same 
place,” he said. ‘‘He was fond of going 
out on the rivers and lake arid Mrs. Watkins 
often accOmpanied him. I know of no mo- 
tive that either would have to commit sul- 
cide.’’ 

Drowning of Two Soldiers. 

The two soldiers were drowned off the pier 
in Lake Michigan, which extends out about 
300 yards. Stanton jumped off the pier to 
bathe.

QUAKE RUIN SEEMS COMPLETE 


Acapuleo and Chilpancingo, Are 
Practically Destroyed. 


TOTAL OF 78 SHOCKS IN ALL 


Tidal Wave Ingulfs Harbor Front— 
Populace Faces Famine. 


Mexico City, Aug. 1—Details which are 
beginning to arrive from the state of Guer- 
rera show that the recent series of earth- 
quakes in the valley, of- Mexico and along 
the Pacific coast. were the worst experienced 
in many years. In all there were seventy- 
three distinct. shocks. It is now certain that 
the towns of Acapulco and Chilpancingo 
have been practically destroyed. 

What the earthquake of Friday failed to do 
was accomplished by the stronger one of yes- 
terday, which either leveled or rendered un- 
inhabitable every building in the two places. 


Acapulco Faces Famine. 

In addition to the ruin caused by the earth- 
quake, Acapulco now faces a famine. Ali of 
the markets were destroyed in the shocks of 
Saturday and the country people are afraid 
to bring more produce into the town. The 
people ‘Bre camping in the public squares. 

The few buildings that remain standing 
are being leveled by dynamite, as they are 
little more than tottering walls that are con- 
stantly falling as new shocks come. 

During the heavy shock yesterday the 
water in the harbor receded a distance of 
thirty-three feet and then rushed back. 
covering the docks and‘piers, causing con- 
siderable damage. 


Relief Measures Inadequate. 


The people are suffering not only from 
lack of food, but. also from exposure. The 
tents in the public squares and streets do not 
serve to keep off the heavy rains which fal! 
at this season. Funds are being raised in 
Mexico City. to relieve the distressed of Guer- 
rera. 

In Mexico City the shock of yesterday was 
heavier than any yet experienced. -As the 
work of examination continues, more and 
more evidence of damage is found, though 
so far as known no lives were lost in the 
last agitation. 

Many tourists who were stopping at the 
local hotels are-leaving for the Unitec States. 

Acapulco authorities are conducting affairs 
in’ temporary shelter undér & tree in the 
main plaza.

The number of 
casualties has not yet been determined, but 
hundreds of injured persons are crowding 
the hospitals. =§=— 

The latest estimates are that thirteen thou- 
sand bulldings were destroyed, these includ- 
ing banks, the stock exchange, the museum. 
government edifices, and factories. While 
at present it is impossible accurately to state 
the losses, these are given roughly at several 
million’yen. It is feared that tome of the 
insurance cumpanies will fail as a result 
of the heavy losses they will have to pay. 


Easy Prey for Flames. 


The conflagration lasted more than twenty- 
five hours and today the burned section pre- 
sents a deplorable sight. The streets of the 
ofty are narrow and the houses were mostly 
of wood construction. Under a strong 
breeze, therefore, the buildings were easy 
prey for the flames, which jumped from one 
to another with great rapidity. Once hope 
wag almost abandoned that the conflagration 
could be arrested. The firemen fought vai- 
lantly against the odds of lack of water and 
high wind and many of them fell uncon- 
scious while working bravely at their posts. 
Had not the water supply been curtailed by 
the existing drought it is believed the fire 
would have been quenched without great 
damage. 

During the fire the greatest contysion pre- 
vailed among the epinning girls in (nMectors 
quarter, but fortunately no sérious loss of 
life occurred there. 

The belongings of the people who were able 
to save anything from their burning homes 
are piled in great heaps along the ‘railroad 
tracks from Osaka to Kobe, where they were 
removed early Saturday morning when the 
fire broke out. In the gray of the dawn of 
Saturday thousands of persons heavily laden 
with household effects were to be seen flee- 
ing across the numerous canal bridges and 
away fror the ure zone. When they had 
reached places of safety the burdens were 
laid down and tne able bodied members of 
families returned to the city to assist in 
fighting the flames, leaving the old people 
to guard their effects from thieves. 


Large Area Devastated. 


An area of over four miles square, con- 
taining some of the city’s handsomest struc- 
tures, including the Buddhist temple, the 
largest inthe world, was entirely burned over 
before the fire was brought under control. 
The stock exchange, which was one of the 
most important in this country, was entirely 
destroyed. This loss, it is believed, wil) tend 
considerably to dislocate the business of 
Osaka, which, with its manufacturing con- 
cerns, is one of the chief commercia! cities 
of Japan. 

Many touching sights were to be seen dur- 
ing the fire. The women were terror strick- 
en and fled hither and thither with their chil- 
dren, some of whom were crying piteously 
for food that could not be obtained for them. 

The emperor is, deeply concerned over the 
disaster and it is believed that he will make 
a generous donation to the relief fund and 
that his action will be quickly followed by 
gifts from charitable people and institu- 
tions. ,

Case of Love at First Sight. 

Miss Schwartz had known Kaufman only 
three weeks. She met him at Milwaukee, 
to which city she went on a Visit a short time, 
ago. 

From all &ccounts it Wasa case of love at 
first sight when the Chicago miss met the 
young Milwaukeea@n at the house of friends 
whom she was visiting. Kaufman also was 
love @#mitten and during Mise Geéenevieve’s 
stay in Milwaukee he spént much of his 
time in her company. 

When Genevieve returned to Chicago a 
week ago she was followed the neat day 
by her LochKinver. Kaufman steyed at a’ 
downtown hotel, but, every evening found 
him at the girl's home. ‘ 

By his engaging manners he quickly won 
the confidericé of the girl@ parenta, and he 
was made to feel that he was as welcome as 
the flowers in May. 


Drowning Suspected at First. 

When he called at the Schwartz home 
“Thursday evening he proposed a boat ride in 
Jackson park.

NEAR RIOT AMONG PLAYERS.

Clash in Fourth Inning.

DEATH RATE IN JULY LOWEST 
ON RECORD FOR THAT MONTH. 


Effects of High Temperature of Last 
Midweek Are Plainly Visible in the 
Returns. 


The death rate for July was the lowest 
ever recorded for that month in Chicago, ac- 
cording to the weekly health bulletin. It is 
the fourth lowest rate recorded for any 
month in the last fifty years. 

The 2,195 deaths reported during the month 
are equivalent to an annual rate of 11.62 for 
every 1,000 of the population. 

The baby death rate was phenomenally low 
for July, there being 423 deaths under 1 yedr 
of age as compared with 662 in the corre- 
sponding month a year ago. 

The effects of the high temperature and ex- 
cessive humidity of the last midweek were 
plainly visible in the death returns toward 
the close of the week. The increase in the 
number of deaths over the preceding week 
was not sufficient, however, to bring the 
actual totals up to the returns of last year. 
Investigation was made of fourteen cases of 
typhoid fever reported during the last two 
weeks. All of these cases but one had been 
using raW milk.

SHE’S NEEDED EVERY HOUR. 


New Yorkers Say Summer Separations ° 


Cause Divorces and Woes. 


New York, Aug. 1. — [Special] — Wives 
ought to remain with their husbands during 
the hot season of the year. If they would, 
there would bé more happy homes. 

If the family cannot afford to include the 
head of the house in its excursion to tl 


mountain or seashore, the better half should | 


stay in town, too. 

This conclusion is reached from interviews 
with leading New York residents, who agree 
that the city’s ‘‘summer danger” is the 
separation of husbands and wives for the 
several months when the thermometer 
mounts skyward. Those approached on the 
subject are almost unanjmous in the opinion 
that the men should not be left alone in the 
broiling metropolis the while the women are 
inhaling cool breezes or splashing in the surf. 

Father has a warm friend in the Rev. 
CharleS A. Eaton, pastor of the Madison 
Avenue Baptist church. But while advo- 
cating his cause, Mr. Eaton admits that 
father ‘is human, and that it's a good thing 
to have mother With him all the time, ' 

Man Best with Family Around. 

‘‘Man is none too good under the best 
of circumstances,” said Mr. Eaton, ‘‘ and the 
best of circumstances are when his family 
is around. Consequently I do not believe 
that a husband and wife should separate dur- 
ing the vacation period. 

“ Vacations are necessary. The old say- 
ing, ‘All work and no play makes Jack a 
dull boy,’ is true. But the husband and wife 
should enjoy the vacation together, if possi- 
ble. In true marriage relations the husband 


and wife are partners, but in New York, alas! , 


the husband often is the earner and the wife 
the sp@hder. 

** While he is tolling away in the city the 
wife is ‘doing’ a society ‘stunt’ at some. 
summer resort. Nearly always she lives or 
tries to live beyond her means. To buy her 
gowns, keep her amused, and give her a good 
time his nose is kept at the grindstone. This 
is unjust. The husband and wife should 
be partners. If a husband has to stay in the 
city and work, his wife should stay with him. 
What is sauce for the gander ought to be 
sauce for the goose.” 

Mrs. Clarence Burns, president of the Lit- 
tle Mothers’ association, says the “‘ unneces- 
sary summer desertion of husbands and sons 
by selfish women takes on the importance 
of a social problem, if not a social evil.”’ 

Basis of Many Divorces. 

“TI believe hundreds of divorce cases can 
be traced directly to the general custom of 
women refusing to share with their men folk 
the discomfort of hot weather in New York,” 
she said. ‘I believe that many aman whose 
affections are wavering, whose interest in his 
home and wife is trembling in the balance, is 
pushed over the social abys#® by the white, 
ringed hand of his own wife, as she turns 
toward the mountain or seashore resort. 

‘I believe that other men sincerely de- 
voted to their wives and with the best of 
intentions and most honorable instincts are 
lured from all that they mean to be’by mo- 
ments of sheer loneliness and desperation. 

“The woman whose selfishness is the so- 
cial menace of the great city in the summer 
is the woman who gives two months’ prepa- 
rations to her summer campaign, bidding ‘air 
to outshine the peonies that grace the walks 
of the resort where she will parade in all her 
glory; then for three months leads a lazy, 
if not lesa creditable existence, avoiding 
every domestic and wifely responsibility, and 
finally -returning in tho cool autumn, su- 
premely indifferent to what her husband has 
been doing or how he has been living In her 


absence.” 
Almost Menace to Community. 

“ This business of breaking up families and 
homes during the summer,” says Daniel 
Finn, one of the police magistrates of the 
metropolis, “has. become more than a fad 
_it is almost a menace to the community. 
I cam remember the time when a vaca- 
oitn of two weeks in the country seemed 
enough ‘for anybody. Then it got to be a 
moth, two months, al summer. |

centuries been subjected to a continuous 
drain thereof by royalty. 

The first Napoleon carried off more than 
400 magnificent 0ld masters to Paris in the 
early part of the nineteenth century, and of 
these only four score found their way back 
to Brussels after his downfall. 

In 1830, when Belgiim seceded from Hol- 
land and declared its independence, King 
William of the Netherlands put forward pre- 
tensions to the ownership of most of the 
finest paintings of the royal picture gallery 
at Brussele. After eleven years of acri- 
monious negotiations and litigation Belgium - ; 
finally was compelled to surrender the paint- =— ain 
ings to the king of Holland, and had the |) =u * Of SAF aks | 
mortification of seeing him send them eight 
years afterwards to Paris for disposal by 
auction in order to have more money to 
lavish upon his favorites. By this sale they 
were dispersed all over Europe, some of 
them finding their way to London, others to 
Berlin, and others again to $t. Petersburg. 

The German emperor, Charles V., King 
Philp II. of Spain, and the various Austrian 
archducal viceroys and vicereines of Flan- 
ders, each of them contributed towards the 
draining of Belgium of its art treasures. 
That is why the Flemish school was so mag- 
nificently represented in the royal galleries 
at Madrid until they were looted by King 
Joseph Bonaparte and by Soult, and why 
it still figures so magnificently in the im- 
perial collections at Vienna. And as if this 
were not enough, great nobles, such as the 
prince of Ligne and of Arenberg, following 
the example of the former princes of Nas- 
sau and the dukes and princes of Lorraine, 
all made it their business to take down valu- 
able pictures from their walls to sell to 
foreign collectors whenever they found them- 
selves in need of funds. 

It is no wonder, then, that the Belgians 
become exasperated when they reflect that 
Belgian art everywhere is more richly illus- 
trated than in their own country, and that 
when students wtsh to study the great mas- 
terpieces of Flemish painting they visit 
Vienna, Paris, London, Berlin, or St. Peters- 
burg rather than Brussels or Antwerp. In- 
deed, they now will be coming to the United 
States for that purpose.

The announcement that Oswald Parting- ¢ 
ton has been appointed to the office of a 
junior lord of the treasury might tend to 
the impression that he had some voice in 
the financial affairs of the united kingdom. 
This, however, is not the case. Formerly 
there was a lord high treasurer, who was the 
third great officer of the realm, the first 
being the lord high steward and the second 
the lord high chancellor. Of the three, the 
lord high chancellor alone remains. 

There is no lord high steward, except when 
appointed by the sovereign for special oc- 
casions, such as coronations and state trials. 

The Office of lord high treasurer ig admin- 
istered by a board of commissioners, holding 
their commission from the crown. Its prin- 
cipal dignitary is the first lord of the treas- 
ury, who invariably is the premier. Its 
second member is the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, also a member of the cabinet’ and 
formerly known as the Geputy lord high 
treasurer. The first lord and the chancellor 
divide the duties of the lord high treasurer 
between them, the chancellor of the exche- 
quer devoting himself to finance and revenue, 
in which he is assisted by the so-called finan- 
cial secretary of the treasury, while the first 
lord occupies himself with the political side 
of the treasury, in which he is asgisted by 
the junior lords and by the patronage sec- 
retary of the treasury.

A soldier who takes part in a military 
campaign expects to face danger and per- 
haps‘te meet death. It is part of his pro- 
fession. The bravery of men in peril: |s 
well known.. The world’s history is filled 
with stories of heroism. No greater 
shame can come to a soldier than to be 
proved guilty of cowardice. 7 

But disease is far more destructive in 
warfare than the enemy’s bullets. The 
deaths reguiting from it are always more 
numerous than those which come directly 
on the battlefield. As a matter of fact, 
the seldiers killed in fighting are compar- 
atively few. It is always surprising to 
discover the great mortality with which 
disease is charged. In the civil| war, for 
example, where there were many hotly 
contested engagements, the loss in killed 
and in wounded dying in hospitals was 
about 100,000. The loss from disease 
during the war or immediately following 
it was three times as great. t 

Sanitation has made marked advances 
since the civil war. It has gone far 
ahead since the Spanish war. In case of 
another American conflict many lives will 
be saved because of increased knowl- 
edge of disease and the methods of fight- 
ing it. The experiments with typhoid 
serum have special interest because of 
this consideration. The soldiers who sub- 
mitted to the tests were in the line of 
duty. If the study of their cases gives 
the medical staff of the army added abil- 
ity to cope with typhoid fever there will

For the remaining four years of the enlist- 
ment of these men they are to be free to fol- 
low their various ayocations, but to report 
monthly either to their captain or colonel. 
For this service or option of these men’s serv- 
ice to the government the government should 
allow them half pay for the four years 
in which they are not in active service. The 
first year when in active service they should 
draw, in my opinion, the full pay of the regu- 
lar army men in similar positions. And, of 
course, for the first year they should draw 
their rations and clothing. 

After the first year they should be brought 
Into the camp as one of the conditions of 
the enlistment, thirty days in each year. 
This would be to those who are working or 
in business practically a thirty day vacation 
in a camp far from the city where they would 
be taught military discipline and the manual 
of arms. 

This $8 or $10 a month which these soldiers 
would draw for the four succeeding years 
after the first year of active service would 
enable many of them to finish their educa- 
tions either in the high school-or college, as 
it would give them on an average $100 per 
antium or more. 

This would be none too much for the gov- 
ernment to pay for the privilege of calling on 
them at any time during the five years en- 
listment on short notice to join the respective 
regiments to which they belong. With their 
first year’s drilling and thirty days in each 
of the succeeding four years they certainly 
would be well equipped, in fact, far superior 
to the army we had in 1860-'65, as the fighting 
was so continuous during that time that I 
doubt if there were many regiments that re- 
ceived as much as twelve months’ thorough 
drilling.

USE OF BALLOT IS URGED. 


| Priest Says Members Should Vote 


Against Traffic, but Not 
Join Party. 


The principal business of the convention of 
the Catholic Total Abstinence union which 


} meets in Chicago this week is to emphasize 


the position of the Roman Catholicjchurch as 
it stands on record favoring total abstinence. 
Speeches and resolutions before the conven- 
tion have been planned to keep this idea up- 
permost. 

One of the principal addresses of the con- 
vention will be delivered by Bishop Canavan 
on the subject'of Sunday observance, and it 
will deal with this problem and the general 
proposition of closing saloons on the Sab- 
bath day. 

“The Catholic church favors total absti- 
nence,”’ said the Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan last 
night. ‘*It has committed itself to this po- 
sition, but it is too great an institution to 
insist upon the enforcement of this doctrine 
asarule. It will not go so far as to say that 
no man shall buy or drink a glass of liquor. 


Abstinence the High Ideal. 

“The question of temperance or intemper- 
ance is only one of the things the church 
has to deal with. There are other vital ques- 
tions upon which it must act. The church 
recognizes the value of total abstinence to 
its members and strongly recommends the 
doctrine, but does not require it absolutely. 
That is, it points out tOtal abstinence as the 


ideal to be sought. 

“The Catholic church, through its priest- 
hood doubtless will advise the men of its 
membership to use their votes on the side 
of prohibition, but will not enter politics 
by indorsing any one political party or can- 
didate as against another.”’ 

One resolution which was prepared yes- 
terday to be presented to the convention 
deals: a blow®at, the Nquor’ traffic. It is pro- 
posed that the convention ask all corpora- 
tions and employers of labor to pay their 
employés in cash instead of checks. 

It is said many workingmen would not go 
into saloons except to get their checks cashed 
on pay day and that once in the saloon they 
spend money they otherwise would take 
home to their families. 


Discuss Convention Details, 
These resolutions and other details of the 
convention weré discussed at a meeting of 
representatives of the leagues of Chicago and 
Elgin held at St. David’s hall. More than 
forty societies were represented at thig meet- 
ing. The Rev. D. J. Crimmins presided dur- 
ing the planning for the parade and ghe Rev. 
Father O'Callaghan for the general business 
af the convention. 
Reports from these societies indicated that 
the parade will be much larger than was 
originally expected. The Chicago Anti-Saloon 
league hes promised to have 5,000 persons in 
its section. The Catholic Order of Foresters 
will add 1,200 to this number. Father Mat- 
thew’s league will march 1,000 strong. With 
the visiting delegates and other leagues it 
is estimated that from 10,000 to 15,000 per- 
sons will march on Michigan avenue 
Wednesday evening. 
Places in the parade were assigned to the 
yarious leagues and societies. Automobiles, 
tallyhos, and carriages will be provided for 
the women’s organizations, while the men’s 
societies will march.

The Northwestern Miller estimates the total 
crop in the three states at 139,000,000 bu, and 
the Market Record of Minneapolis, usually 
accurate in its predictions, places the yield 
at 259,000,000 bu. The spring wheat ig re- 
markably even this year and has made up 
practically all the late start, growing condi- 
tions having been exeeptionably favorable 
all through the spring and summer. Moist- 
ure has been ample and weather generally 
warm and forcing. 

While the spring wheat crop promises to 
be the largest in the history of the country 
and has induced much selling, wet weatHer 
in parts of the winter wheat territory and 
the break in prices as the result of glowing 
prospects in the northwest have caused a 
sharp falling ‘off in the country offerings, 
Receipts during the last few days of July 
were heavy, but will be smaller from now on, 


Cash Demand Is Brisk: 

In the southwest farmers were not selling 
much wheat, and with the amount gold for 
shipment at all points during the next few 
months the prospect for accumulations of 
any size are not bright. It is estimated 
that about 7,000,000 bu wheat has been solid 
for shipment from:Chicago during the next 
two months. With this factor entering into 
the cash situation and the generally active 
demand from millers and elevator interests 
in all directions, the tone of the sample mar- 
kets has been firm in all exchanges. 

Foreign news has been much mixed, Rus- 
sian advices continue favorable to a degree 
and shipments from that country and the 
Danube will be heavy throughout the year. 
The Argentine situation is a puzzle to the 
trade and the exact status of the crop in 
that country is uncertain. _In Europe har- 
vesting has been generally with better yields 
than expected early in the season.

POLICE POWER IN DOUBT.

Grant Park Folk Say Pohtmaster 
-Is Too Fond of Motgeing. ) 


NO DELIVERIES ” N SUN a 


Official Declares Government ney 
tions Are Being Observed. 


Down in the village of Grant Park, Ill., the 
good people are much concerned over the 
fact that their postmaster, A. C. Bothbuhr, 
possesses a real automobile, and their failure * 
to get their mail onthe Sabbath, as the postal, 


regulations demand, they say. | 

They link the postmaster’s motor  Aith their 
lack of Sunday mail. They have appealed 
to the postmaster, to the postal authorities 
at Washington, and every power that is, it 
seems, to get mail on Sunday, but in vain. 

Meanwhile, the postmaster is accused of 
buzzing around the adjacent country in his 
machine all day long on Sunday, Gisappoint- 
ing young girls with fat letters awaiting 
them, and making many persons angry who 
want their Sunday papers when they want 
them—not on Monday. 

Six bags of mail lie idle In the vinlage depot 
all day Sunday, according to the compiain- 
ants, when the postmaster, who gets a ‘salary 
of $1,500 a year, with an assistant to help: 
him, ig away enjoying himself with all that 
goes with a new machine. 


“Intolerable,” Says Banker. 

“It’s intolerable,” said Charles Rayhorm, 
cashier of the Farmers’ State and Savings 
bank, yesterday. “Six weeks ago we were 
getting our mail on Sunday all right, even 
if the postmaster did keep open only ten 
minutes and close up at the end of that time 
whether there was any one in line for mail 
or not. 4 | 

“Then he got bimself an auto. Simul- 
taneously he closed up on Sundays. Now if 
we want our Sunday papers we have to hike 
down to the depot and get them out of the 
bags. As for letters, there’s nothing doing, 
If there’s mail for us we ought to have it, 
The postal regulations say so.’’ 

. Under section 264, paragraph 1 of the 
postal laws and regulations the following is 
noted: 

“Where mail arrives on Sundays post+ 
offices must be kept open for an hour or more 
for the delivery thereof if the public conven- 
fence requires it. If. the mai] is received 
during the time of public worship the office 
need not be opened until after the close af 
services. Offices need not be kept open on 
Sundays if no mails are received between 
the hour of closing on Saturday and 6 p. m, 
on Sunday.” 


Postmaster Defends Himself. 

Regarding the criticism of his office the 
postmaster said: 

‘I don’t keep open on Sunday because I 
don’t get any mail to distribute. I don’t care 
what any one says, there’s no mail lying idle 
over Sunday at the depot. Six weeks ago I 
closed up on Sundays because train schedules 
were changed, and no mai) was brought into 
town between closing time Saturday night 
and 6. p. m. Sunday. 

“T am simply observing the postal regula- 
tions. As for my auto, O shucks!’ 

The contest between the village and ite 
postmaster has settled down to a question of

GAIN IN JUNE RAIL TRAFFIC; 
LIVE STOCK RECEIPTS FALL. 


Improved Conditionsein Movements of 
Coke and Iron Ore-~Shipments of Chi- 
cago Packers’ Products Smaller. ; 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 1—[Special.}— 
Improved conditions in railway traffic and 
in the movements of coke and iron ore are 
characteristics of the June interna] com- 
merce report of the bureau of statistics of 
the department of commerce and labor. 

The live stock, grain, and provision move- 
ments shows a decrease in volume compared 
with the figures of the corresponding month 
of last year, and the extreme activity in 
building which characterized the reports of 
the earlier months of the year shows some 
signs of abatement, 

Live stock receipts during the month at 
seven interior primary markets, 2,952,824 
head, show a considerable decrease as com- 
pared with like figures for June, 1008 and 
1907, 3,258,561 and 3,202,088 head. 

The June shipments of packing house prod- 
ucts from Chicago, 185,665,000 pounds, were 
smaller than the June, 1908 and 1907, figures 
of 204,823,305 and 104,088,115 pounds. 

Grain receipts in June at fifteen leading in- 
terior Markets aggregated 43,423,955 bushels, 


compared with 45,644,917 and 64,650,970 bush- 


els reported for June, 1908 and 1907. Of the 
total receipts 6,551,872 bushels was wheat, 
18,926,628 bushels corn, 13,583,494 bushels 
oats, 4,085,551 bushels bariey, and 326,910 
bushels rye. - 

Coastwise receipts of southern pine lum- 
ber at New York, 49,115,066 feet, as well as 
the tetal lumber receipts at Boston, 37,600, $52 
feet, show the largest monthly figures for the 
‘peagon, and by far exceed the June, 1908, 
figures. The June lake shipments of lumber, 
151,347,000 feet, were almost 40 per cent in 
excess of the June, 1908, figures. 

The June shipments of bituminous coal 
over eight of the leading eastern coal carry- 
ing roads, 7,911,711 tons, compare favorably 
with 6,988,004 tons transported during rune, 
1908. “ 

The improvement in the iron trade is seén 
“best from the fact that the monthly lal 
shipments of iron ore from Lake Superii 
and Lake Michigan points, 5,250,657 gro 
tons, were more than double the stipmen 
reported for June of last year. :
